Leighton C. Taylor, of Bendersville, 
republican nominee for congress­ 
man from this district, recommend­ 
ed the Biglerville woman for the 
appointment.

president was approved.

It is expected that appointments 
will be made as a result of this ex­ 
amination unless it is found in the

truancy by transfer or promotion 
TIm; Biglerville office pays $2,100 
per year. 
To be eligible for the examination, 
an applicant must be a citizen of 
the United States, must reside with­ 
in the delivery of the post office for 
which the examination is held, must 
have so resided for at least two 
years next preceding the date set 
for close of receipt of applications, 
must be in good physical condition, 
and within the prescribed age limits. 
The competition is open to both 
men and women. 
3 Highest Eligible 
Under the terms of the executive 
order, the civil service commission 
will certify to the postmaster gen­ 
eral the results of the examination. 
The order provides that any one of 
the highest three qualified eligibles, 
if as many as three are qualified, 
may be selected for nomination by 
the president. Confirmation by the 
senate is the final action. 
Applicants will be required to as­ 
semble in an examination room for 
scholastic tests, and will also be 
rated on their education and busi­ 
ness training and experience. 
The 
civil service commission will make 
inquiry among representative busi­ 
ness 
and 
professional 
men 
and 
women of the community concern­ 
ing 
the 
experience, 
ability, and 
character of each applicant, and 
will assign ratings upon the evi­ 
dence secured and upon the work 
done in the examination roan.

The maximum possible sentence j 
which could have been imposed t 
under the indictment on which I 
Curtis was found guilty was three , 
years in prison and $1,000 fine. 
C urtis received his sentence im- I 
passively. 
After Judge Robbins had denied 
a defense motion for a new trial 
after a conference with counsel on 
both sides he issued a certificate of 
reasonable doubt and fixed bail at 
$10,000. 
The judge signed a writ 
of error which sends the case to i 
the supreme court. 
Lloyd Fisher, of C urtis counsel, 
said he would get in touch with 
Curtis friends in Norfolk and try j 
to arrange to have bail furnished. 
Records of the trial and the de­ 
fense reason* for new trial must 
be filed with the supreme court by ; 
July 30. 
Unless hail is furnished 
Curtis will be taken to the prison 
at that time.
